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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed June 22, 2006 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., generate extraction patterns directly from the output of 
the web site itself) are not recited in the rejected claims. In addition, both England and Bowen teach extracting method when they 
disclose query method. More specifically, England teaches an extraction pattern form a web page output from the respective web site 
(col. 2, line 65 to col. 3, line 25). A query corresponds to an extraction pattern. A query is defined as a specific set of instructions for 
extracting particular data. Thus, to query data is to extract data from a database/website and present it for use. Therefore, the rejection 
is maintained. 
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
